Judge denies motion to dismiss 
City of Columbus from lawsuit 


By TED OSHODI 


The city of Columbus can be 
held liable and named as a co- 
defendant in the $160 million 
class-action lawsuit, filed in 
November, 1984 by 1,200 South- 
side families against Georgia- 
Pacific Corporation, 1975 Wat- 
kins Rd., court records show. 

U.S. District Court Judge 
James L. Graham, Aug. 5 sus- 
tained the motion to dismiss other 
named city defendants and agen- 
cies, but overruled the motion to 


dismiss the city from the suit as a 
statutory corporation. 

“The real party in interest is the 
city of Columbus and not the var- 
ious named city agencies,” Gra- 
ham said. “The only remaining 
city defendant is the city of 
Columbus.” ‘ 

City defendants dismissed from 
the suit include the Columbus 
Department of Health; Health 
Commissioner William Meyers; 
Office of the City Attorney Frank- 
lin County Auditor Hugh Dor- 
rian; former city attorney, Greg 


Lashutka, and City Treasurer 
David Ort. 

In the suit, plaintiffs’ attorney, 
H. Lee Thompson alleges that the 
city of Columbus and Georgia- 
Pacific Corporation negligently 
and intentionally permitted toxic 
chemicals to be releaed into the 
air, water and soil around the 
plant, causing damages to plain- 
tiffs’ homes persons in the South- 
field One, Two and Three div- 
isions, Keysquare, Silverbrook, 
Alumcrest and Radcliff areas. 

The suit followed a May 7, 1984 


toxic chemical explosion that 
spewed clouds of Phenol and For- 
maldehyde chemicals into the air 
on the Southside. 

In the city of Columbus’ motion 
filed in 1985, defendants alleged 
that the court “lacks subject mat- 
ter jurisdiction because there is 
neither diversity nor federal ques- 
tion jurisdiction.” 

The motion pointed out that 
because the plaintiffs and the city 
defendants are citizens of the same 
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Youngstown man slain at the Pentagon

family of the troubles faced by Job in the Old Testament of the Holy 
Bible. “Job was a rich man,” Simon began, “He had seven sons and 
three daughters, was well liked, looked up to, a leader of his communi- 
ty...and what happened?” “Why God let Satan touch him, take all that 
he had...let Satan hope that because of his troubles, Job would curse 
God...and die!” “But he didn’t, did he?” Rev. Simon continued, “Job

in Washington. It is reported that shortly before 8:00 a.m. last Wednes- 
day, Wallace forced his way past security personnel at the River 
Entrance to the Pentagon, a five-sided building which serves as head- 
quarters for the military.

Although initial reports said that Wallace was not carrying identifica- 
tion, Federal Bureau of Investigation (F.B.1.) personnel in Washington 
confirmed that he was, in fact, carrying his driver's license. News reports 
and broadcasts, locally as well as nationally, identified Wallace by his 
home address in Youngstown and other details were announced before 
noon. 

Wallace’s purpose in going to Washington iind the reason for his 
attempt to enter the Pentagon will probably remain a mystery. In a 
television interview his parents, Leroy and Doris Wallace, acknowl- 


edged that their son had been receiving therapy for a mental disturbance 
which they ascribed to “a chemical imbalance.” They did not identify or

costume who roamed the stage 
amongst the basketball players, 
little girls skipping double-dutch, 
and everyday, street people, The 
women'wore colorful, calf-length, 
shoulder baring dresses of various 
prints and patterns, while the men 
were shirtless and donnkd, in 
brightly colored balloon-leg 
pants. The dancers remained in 
the same costumes for the entire 
first movement which was acredit 
to the even pace of all three 
movements, No on-off costume 
changes between pieces. Scarbo- 
rough used small interludes of 
music, sound effects and freeze-_ 


DR. DANNY SCARBOROUGH left the stage and came out 
into astanding room only crowd to get the city dancing during 
the dance performance “Dancin’ in the City." This event was 


blend of African, modern, and 
contemporary African American 
dance, The backdrop was lit with 
palm trees; some dancers carried 
red, orange and blue streamers on 
poles and ran through the 
audience. You could feel the infec- 
tious festival breeze as they 
passed. One dancer carried a large 
mask on a pole and Scarborough 
danced on-stage on a pair of stilts. 
Ah, but the culmination of it all 
was the limbo bar. Some crawled 
under, some jumped over, and one 
male dancer flipped backward 
over the bar. The audience loved 


the culmination of a eight week dance workshop for novice 


frame movements to change from 
one piece of choreography to the 
next without skippjng a beat. 
There were no awkward entrances 
and exits to battle when working 
with such a large company as this 
on a small stage. This technique 
definitely deserves four stars. 
“Summertime,” the second 
piece, was a hot, jazzed up version 
of the popular classic and the first 
look at the 35-member company 
dancing in unison, They displayed 
discipline and excellent stage 
presence which is crucial when a 
large group must give an illusion 
of being one to the audience. The 
calypso flavored carnival dance, 
“Caribbean Holiday,” “Afrika,” 
“Night Song | and Il” were a trib- 
ute to our island roots with a 


it! The backdrop changed to a 
crescent moon for “Night Song I 
and I1."' The choreography 
involved spins (which accented 


the women’s dresses), and dance 
movement which looked as if the 
company were pushing their arms 
up to God: Two male dancers 
soloed, one did a break dance 
spin on his back on the floor, and 
the other did rapid contractions 
that shook his entire body. During 
these festival dances, Scarbo- 
rough occasionally acted as dance 
master causing the company to 
change directions on his cue. He 
also had the company highlight 
the tempo in his choreography by 
clapping, which is sometimes dif- 
ficult to do and dance. It was 
obvious he controlled them and

the company was very focused on 
him and each other, to make his 
choreography look tight and well 
rehearsed, The audience even 
joined the company, clapping to 
the Caribbean sountls. 
Movements II and III, Heritage 
and Beginnings, respectively, were 
devoted to the spiritual nature of 
our culture. In Heritage the 
dancers displayed an “adagioi” 
technique which means leisure of 
slow movement, allowing for 
intense theatrical drama. The 
backdrop was lit this time with a 
sunburst for “Let Us Break Bread

Together.” The females wore 
white leotards and full length 
skirts and the men were shirtless 
with white pants. The use of a 
thunderstorm sound interlude 
worked best throughout Heritage 
because.it created an air of omini- 
presence as the dancers’ hands 
flutttered, arms outstretched like 
birds for “Wind Beneath my 
Wings.” Scarborough weaved 
slowly among his “flock,” bring- 
ing them into a tight group as their 
arms shot up and down sporadi- 
cally, then scattered them again 
across the stage. “The Storm Is 
Passing Over” was the only 
extremely fast costume change for 
the company, which was done so 
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smoothly that I didn't realize that 
they'd done it. 

Dressed in red choir robes, the 
backdrop changed again to a rane 
bow. The company combined 
edagio with syncopated move- 
ment, clapping, and deep, slow 
contractions that took the dancers 
all the way down and back up. 
You could see on their faces how 
hard they were “working it", 
Scarborough brought them to 
cluster, went behind it and jumped 
up and down as if being lifted by 
the holy spirit. 

Beginnings included: “Hush. 
Hush, Somebody's Calling my 
Name,” “How | Got Over" (Scar- 
borough’s signature piece), and 
“Old Landmark.” These dances 
were done in Sunday-go-meetin" 

‘plethes and praise-the-Lord hats. 
Each dance was a testimony to 
feeling the holy spirit. They 
created the church effect by light- 
‘ing the backdrop with windows 
resembling those of a church. 
Some dancers entered through the 
audience, handing out fans, testi- 
fying on their way to church, And 
when y. ave church, you beat 
that tambourine as Scarborough 
did relentlessly. The dancers were 
spinning and jumping, glory clap- 
ping and at one point two male 
dancers lifted up a woman over 
their heads, as if filled with the 
spirit. 


As the program drew to a fever- 
ish close, each dancer came out 
and “shouted,” then came to the 
audience and took people up on 
stage to dance with them. (So, I 
did get to dance after all!) While 
the company was. leaving the 
stage, Scarborough kept dancing 
until the last dancer left. It looked 
like he was trying to leave, but the 
spirit kept pulling him back. So he 
danced some more, and the 
audience clapped him on. They 
stood in oyation for a man who 
brought to Columbus his uplifting 
brand of choreography which 
earned him in an Emmy from the 
National Academy of Television 


of Arts and Sciences for his chore- 
graphed rendition of Alex Haley's 
Roots for Public Television.

Ameriflora planners should not ignore the Black-community as they 
finalize plans to bring the world’s fair of flowers to Columbus in 1992. 

From an economic development standpoint, the Ameriflora master plan 
must include some specifi¢, progressive and aggressive guidelines for affir- 
mative action. The master plan should set high standards for hiring of Black 
workers, contractors and suppliers. . 

Furthermore, the Ameriflora- and the City of Columbus must plan the 
construction phase of this project carefully to mitigate the inconvenience to 
the users of Franklin, Wolfe, Academy and Nelson Parks. 

For example, before access is denied at the softball diamonds, passive 
recreational areas and the tennis and basketball courts, alternatives should 
be provided at nearby locations. 

Also, listen carefully to the concerns from the users of these inner city 
parks and the people who live in the vicinity by more actively involving 
them in the decision making process. A member of the Near Eastside 
Commission should be represented on the Ameriflora Board of Directors.

Justice delayed for Black cops? 


In this corner, we earlier applauded U.S. District Court Judge James 
Graham for his decision to break the logjam developed between the city’s 
Black police officers and the administration after the Black officers won 
their discrimination suit. Judge Graham's action forced the promotion of 15 
Blacks immediately to sergeant. 

Yet, we are disappointed that Judge Graham did not seek to extend the 
bounds of justice by also promoting Blacks up the ladder to lieutenant and 
captain as well. He had been urged to do this by the plaintiffs in.the case, 
artigo Deputy Police Chief James Jackson, the force's highest ranking 

jack. 

Judge Graham agreed with the defendants that there would be sufficient 
“opportunity in the future for the Black sergeants to move up the chain into 


that the test itself was discriminatory. 

It is clear to us, as it has been to Judge Graham, that there has been 
discrimination in the Columbus Police Department. There has been insensi- 
tivity, harassment and bigotry displayed against Black officers, as the 
record clearly showed. 

Since all this is undeniable -- and undenied -- it would seem logical that 
promotion to the senior grades be included in the remedy. After all, it is 
fairly clear that, but for the harassment, bigotry and insensitivity displayed 
by those within the Police Division, there would have been a number of 
Blacks promoted to captain. 

One of the arguments raised by the city is that the test scores of the Black 
officers were not sufficiently high to merit promotion to lieutenant. Yet the 
whole system of testing is one which has been used to exclude Blacks from 
advancement, and conveniently discarded when it might be used to see one 
Black advance. 

We speak here of Deputy Chief Jackson himself. When, in 1982, then 
Safety Director Bernard Chupka was looking for a new police chief, he 
discarded the promotional test for that position — at the same time that 
Jackson was a candidate. Of course, no one would admit that the reason 
probably was because Jackson, who had previously been ranked first on 
several of his promotional exams up the ranks, would probably have been 
first again, but that appeared to be the reason, 

It is clear, then, that the city has used testing as a tool of convenience, no 
longer necessary when the results might not turn out as they would like. 
There is no reason that such a faulty -- and abused -- tool should continue to 
be used to evaluate the destinies of officers who have traditionally been 
victimized by its use. 

Judge Graham said there needed to be a healing in the Columbus Police 
Division. Yet, there can be no healing until there is complete justice. It is sad 
that Graham himself, who so courageously helped begin that healing, could 
not go forward with the medicine. 


The price of change 


Everyone seems to agree that there is something dreadfully wrong with 
the welfare system. Liberals and conservatives alike decry bureaucracy 
which seems to get in the way of helping people; the dependency which 
shackles many families; the anachronistic rules in some states which pro- 
hibit fathers from staying with their families; and the perception that the 
program does not promote the work ethic.- 

Now, Sen. Patrick Moynihan (D-New York) has come up with a plan 
which has been endorsed by people on all Sides of the issue, His plan would 
mandate work or training for those who have children over three years of 
age; expand federal day care; and force collection of child support payments 
from fathers who have abandoned their children who are now on welfare. 


The poverty which is endemic to so many Americans -- and particularly 
to so many Black Americans -- is the product of a number of societal 
factors. There are the school systems, from which a diploma, particularly 
for Black and poor children, is often simply a certificate of attendance; there 
is the changing economy, which is rapidly moving away from the unskilled 
and semiskilled labor which even the most poorly-educated worker could 
perform: there is the changing sexual and marital climate, which has seen a 
skyrocketing divorce rate and an increase in unmarried, particularly teen- 
age. pregnancy. ion 

Welfare reform is a good idea, and needed. But no one should be 
deceived: the real cost of doing the job right may be higher than the federal 
officials are willing to pay for it. We hope that welfare reform, then, does 
not just become another way to penalize the poor for being poor. If 
Moynihan and the Congress is serious, it will place in law the resources to 
effectively address the problem.

unemployment; the unemploy- 
ment rate for Black males today 
is higher than it was in the 1950s. 
Although a number of factors 
can be suspected as having an 
effect on that statistic, a key one 
is the changing mature of the job 
market. Jobs in unskilled trades 
and manufacturing have declined 
significantly in Ohio and around 
the country, and many of the vic- 
tims of that decline have been 
Black. 

But such “structural unem- 
ployment” is increasing all over 
the country as well, and in areas- 
-such as some of the rural 
counties--which have been devas- 
tated by forces like the drop in 
energy prices or, in Ohio’s case, 
the coal industry.

Many Blacks live under conditions most Americans would con- 
sider outrageous. Public safety, considered the norm in most pla- 
ces, is rave in inner-city ghettos. 

According to the National Center for Health Statistics, the 
murder rate among Blacks is 34 per 100,000 of the population 
compared to 7 per 100,000 for whites. Young Black men stand a 
one in 21 chance of being murdered, making murder the leading 
cause of death among young Black men. 

In statistics cited by Jay Parker, editor of the Lincoln Review, 
6,833 Black males were murdered in 1983 alone, this is nearly as 
many as were killed during the entire Vietnam War. Just about all 
(95 percent) of Black murder victims die at the hands of other 
Blacks. 

Many murders are a result of gang wars, which often occur in 
and around school premises. Victims and perpetrators are as 
young as !1 years old. Sometimes a person is murdered for some- 
thing.as trivial as arguments over designer shirts or being in the 
“wrong” neighborhood. 

Over the past several years, we've seen an upsurge in racial inci- 
dents like the Howard Beach, N.Y., affair which resulted in the 
death of a Black teenager.

size contributed to the warm and 
intimate feeling on board. We 
wondered as we flew to Miami 
what sort of people would be our 
fellow passengers. Much to our 
surprise, easily a third of the Dol- 
phin’s guests were Black. 

The S.S. Dolphin had many 
attractions. The Rendezvous 
Lounge was a night club which 
featured international entertain- 
ment. Cafe Miramar seemed to be 
open around the’ clock. Pas- 
sengers drank, socialized, danced, 
and on many occasions played 
cards. A live island band per- 
formed nightly: 

The Monte Carlo Casino 
offered one armed bandits, 
roulette wheels, and blackjack. 
There Was a motive theatre -on 
board: Eddie Murphy's “Golden 
Child” was one of the flicks on the 
marquis. 

There was a gift shop where 
duty free colognes and liquors 
could be purchased. By the Lido 
Pool it was not uncommon for a 
waiter to limbo up to you with a 
tray of tropical drinks, Bahamas 
Mamas and Yellow Birds, on his 
head. There was a Disco, where 
Debbie and I spent the early hours 
of most mornings. And for the 
kids there was a video arcade. 

The itinerary was an ideal bal- 
ance of on and off board activities. 
We left the Port of Miami at 4 
p.m. Monday afternoon, and 
shortly thereafter I experienced 
the first of many natural wonders 
that I would see: the ocean. It was 
hypnotically tranquil and the 
deepest most beautiful blue | have 
ever seen. I searched for the word 
to describe the color; it was 
aquamarine. 


We arrived at Freeport Tuesday 
morning. We elected not to take a 
ship arranged excursion, instead 
we toured the city by taxi (a 1982 
Chevy wagon, fortunately air 
conditioned, as it was a very hot 
day).

A Difference:

here are now 294 black mayors 

in 28 states and the District of 

Columbia, who belong to an organi- 
zation called the National Conference of 
Black Mayors, Inc. 

The group was formed in 1974, originally 
called the Southern Conference of Black 
Mayors, with a membership of 27. in the 
beginning, most of the mayors were mainly 
from the small Southern urban, rural and 
medium-sized towns and cities. 


They felt a need to come together to ad- 
dress a common problem — a lack of 
development programs and funding necessary 
to carry them out. The initial thrust there- 
fore, became efforts to generate technical 
and management assistance programs. 

Today, the organization is all-inclusive for 
black mayors all across the country, and its 
membership represents municipalities with 
populations ranging from 57 to 3 million. 


As the NCBM grew, its focus was ex- 
panded to meet the needs of a more varied 
membership. Mayors of cities in the Nor- 
thern and Eastern areas of the country were 
included. Thus the mayors of some of our 
larger cities were a part of the membership. 

An economic development task force, 
composed of corporate executives interest- 
ed in making private-public partnerships 
work, became one of the major programs 
of the organization. 

NCBM provides hands on technical assis- 
tance to towns in five states, conducts 
seminars and workshops, unemployment 
training, spearheads leadership, among 
mayors on behalf of children and families at 
risk. 

The reason for the foundation of the 
NCBM was based on the principle that in- 
formed mayors, with appropriate support, 
can lead cities capable of meeting their 
citizen's needs,

For 13 years, the mayors have met in an 
annual convention. The 1987 meeting was 
held in Miami, Opa-locka and Dade Coun- 
ty. Florida, with the theme: “Black Mayors 
Making A Difference."' 

Workshops were held, and well attended, 
discussing topics such as: “implications of the 
Tax Bill,"" “*Census and the Cities, 1990" 
“The Fight Against Drugs: A Municipal Chal- 
lenge’ “Youth Self-Sufficiency: Combating 
Teen Pregnancy,"’ among others. 

Few of the big city black mayors were pre- 
sent at this convention. M were such 
as Coleman Young, Detroit; Goode, 
Philadelphia; Thomas Bradley, Los Angeles; 
Harold Washingcon, Chicago; Clarence 
“Du” Burns, Baltimore; among others. 

This prompted the question of whether 
the small town mayors resented this perceiv- 
ed snub by the big city mayors. The answer 
was a resounding no. 

Big city mayors have an entirely different 
set of problems than those facing the smaller 
areas. They have a built-in huge staff of ex- 
perts to help handle the day to day problems 
of running a city. 

Funding comes from sources unavailable 
to the smaller communities, which are limited 
in what they can expect in federal funds 
because of the small population counts. 

To a man/woman, however, all of the 
black mayors in the country were either in 
attendance, sent a representative, or lent 
their support in projects beneficial to the 
NCBM. 


One of the highlights of the conference 
is the awarding of special tributes, some of 
which have become traditions, such as the 
Fannie Lou Hamer Freedom Award, which 
this year went to Dr. Dorothy |. Height, 
president of the National Council of Negro 
Women. 

The Freedom Award was established in 
1977, in commemoration of the life of 
Mississippi Freedom Fighter, Lou Hamer. 

The Tribute to a Black American Award, 
established in 1976 is presented to a black 
person whose life and work epitomize strug- 
gle and high achievement. 

This year's recipient was the Hon. William 
H. Gray, ill, U.S. Representative from Penn- 
sylvania. 

President of the organization for 1987 was 
Mayor Marion Barry of Washington, D.C., 
who stepped down following this year’s con- 
vention.

POLYNESIAN MAHIMAHI KEBABS 

These colorful, mouth-watering skewers of fresh 
fruit and moist, juicy fish conjure up pleasant im- 
ages of Island cuisine and mood. The Cranberry 
Pineapple Sweet and Sour Sauce is splendid with 
pork, poultry and fowl, either as.a glaze or sauce. 

If you are unable to locate MahiMahi, other mea- 
ty, moist varieties that will work as acceptable 
substitutes are Spearfish, Marlin, Swordfish or Ono. 

These kebabs are excellent served with a spicy 
rice pilaf and chilled Johannisberg Riesling or Chenin 
Blanc. 

The Soy-Lime Marinade 
YIELD: Approximately 1% cups, enough for 
1'A-2 pounds fish 
Ys cup Soy Sauce (preferably Kikkoman) 
% cup fresh-squeezed lime juice 
Ye cup peanut oil 
2 tablespoons sugar 
| tablespoon dry sherry 
2 tablespoons minced garlic 
2 tablespoons peeled and minced fresh ginger 
|.) Place all ingredients in a small mixing bowl and 
whisk until well-blended and emulsified. Set aside 
until ready to pour over skewer ingredients.

(unless using halibut, which requires only | hour marination time). 

If using wooden skewers, soak them in water for at least | hour to avoid burning on the grill. If using metal skewers, oil them well 
with peanut oil. 

Alternate pieces of vegetables and fruit with the fish, being sure to include one half-circle of lime in the center of each skewer. Put 
any left-over pieces of fruit and vegetables on a separate skewer to broil as extra for those who may want them. 

Brush entire skewers with the Cranberry Pineapple Sweet and Sour Sauce. Keep the remaining sauce-warm at the back of the grill 
or on a stove-top burner. Make sure that grill is clean and well-oiled and that coals are very hot. Cook for 2-3 minutes on first side, 
taking care not to burn; turn, and continue to rotate skewers until all sides have browned. The entire cooking time will range from 
10-12 minutes, depending on heat of grill and density of fish. MahiMahi will begin to flake when tested with a fork when done. 

Arrange kebabs on individual serving plates or a large serving platter and sprinkle coconut and nuts over top for garnish. Pour warm 
Sweet and Sour Sauce into a sauceboat and pass separately and/or drizzle extra sauce over skewers before serving.
